Indian Scalps In Demand. 


A Monroe street hair dealer: "M you know 


where I can get any Indian scalps I shall be 
obliged to yon (or that information. Indian 
scalps, like buffalo heads, are becoming 
mighty scarce. You never can account foi 
people's tastes. Kow, about the last thing in 
tha world that some people want is an Indian 
scalp, and yet there are people who want 
just that sort ot curiosity. I bad an Indian 
belt not long ago which had nine scalps hung 
to it, and I sold it to a man on the north side 
lor 135. I have a bunch r>f hair here—it isn't 
a scalp, as there is no skin attached to it, just 
a handful, as it were. It is worth $5. In- 
dians are not scalping as much as they used 
to, and that is why scalps are high. In fact 
everything which Indians used to make is be- 
coming scarcer and more valuable. Take the 
common Indian basket that used to sell for 
$3 a dozen, now yo'j can't get one for that 
money. There are two reasons for this. One 
is that travelers buy them first hands as curi- 
otitit^ and pay the Indians just what they 
ask. Another reason is that since the gov- 
ernment has got to taking such interest in 
Indians, taking care of them, the Indians are 
lazier than ever and make less than former- 
ly."—Chicago Tribune. 


Dangers of Electricity. 


It would notsurpriseme to see some fearful 


catastrophe happen in the near future by 
reason of the general, I might say pernicious, 
employment of electricity as an agent of civ- 
ilization. I think we have roused up a force 
that we may be unable to control. Take the 
electric overhead railroads. They are driven 
by a power impossible to compute, and yel 
that force sometimes subsides for hours to- 
gether, and the ablest electricians are neither 
able to awaken it again or teU why it ceases 
to operate; and yet it will start again as sud- 
denly as it stopped, apparently independent 
Of human control Within a few days 1 
have seen an electric light wire set on fire by 
becoming wet, and burn as brightly as a car- 
bon, and some such accident happens during 
every rain. The laws governing this mighty 
force are but little understood, and there is 
reason to fear that it may yet become dan- 
gerously defiant of control—Interview in Bt, 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


The Big Fiddle. 


The bass viol is the most expensive of all 


musical instruments to its owner. Its first 
cost is not the greatest expense. It is so large 
and awkward to carry around that it is 
con- 


tinually getting injured by accidents which 
•would not happen to smaller instruments. 
Somebody may kick a hole in it by dancing 
•gainst it in a room, or it may be knocked 
against something while carrying it around. 
It is most frequently injured on street cars 
while the musician is carrying it to the place 
where he has to play. After a man has had 
an instrument for a long time he comes to 
look upon it as actually worth all the money 
that it has cost him, and in this way a bass 
viol sometimes is valued at $1,000 or so by its 
owner. In fact, I really knew a musician 
who fued a railroad company for $5,000 for a 
viol smashed in an accident, and he actually 
got $3,800.—Interview in St Louis Globe- 
Democrat;

COUNTERFEIT GEMS. 


PRECIOUS JEWELS PRODUCED BY 


SKILLFUL CHEMISTS. 


Sot Impossible to Make a 910,000 Oem 


from tS Worth of Sparks—How to De- 
tect Frauds—Interesting Fact* About 
Valuable Stones. 
"That is a very beautiful stone," said a re- 


porter to a Washington jeweler, calling tha 
latter's attention to a dark purple gem of 
considerable size, with a vivid red flre, which 
lay in a satin lined box within the glass show 
case. "It seems very cheap, too, for its ap- 
parent value." 


'It is cheap for toe reason that it la not a 


real stone," replied the dealer. 


"An Imitation!" 
"No, it is not an imitation. On the con- 


trary it does not at all resemble, to the eye 
of an eipert, any gem that is known in nat- 
ure. It is simply a chemical product, that is 
all. Ton see, the chemists, having abandoned, 
the manufacture of gold as hopeless, are 
trying now to make precious stones artificial- 
ly, and vf ith some success. I dare gay you 
are not aware that actual, bona fide dia- 
monds hare been produced in this way. And 
yet diamonds have been artificially manu- 
factured for years. An English experimenter 
first accomplished the feat, and it has been 
successfully repeated many times since. The 
only trouble is that the diamonds turned out 
by chemical artifice are aLnost microscopic, 
and therefore practically worthless. At the 
exposition in London some dozens of them 
were exhibited, gummed on paper, under a 
magnifying glass. 
Every effort has been 


made to increase their size, though in vain. 
A, parently the production of diamonds big 
enough to be worth anything could only be 
accomplished by forces and elements working 
on the mighty scale of nature's laboratory 
when the world was being rendered out of 
chaos into habitable shape." 


ARTIFICIAL RUBIES. 


"But other stones can be made artificially 


of profitable size!" 


'A tew. Ko real gem, however, except the 


diamond, has been fairly reproduced exactly 
as it is found in nature, though imitations 
are plentiful enough. The precious stones 
made by the chemists, if such they may be 
called, ore new inventions to the lapidary. 
Many of them are very beautiful. This pur- 
ple one you have asked about, for instance, 
is lovely, Tt has been named the 'violanedn 
cap,' and is as attractive a jewel as many nat- 
ural ones four times its price, French chem- 
ists are the great experts in this branch of 
manufacture, and their inventions are usually 
kept secret. Some of the artificial gems they 
make are doubtless pretty costly to produce, 
as for that matter are the microscopic dia- 
monds, which are as expensive to turn out aa 
good big ones in the market," 


"Are rubies made artificially!" 
"Yes; but not with entire success. Two 


or threo years ago certain French chemists 
claimed that they had discovered a process 
tor absolutely manufacturing big rubies in 
the laboratory by fusing together small ruby 
sparks, such as can be bought for almost 
nothing. If you will remember that the 
value of the ruby is nearly double that of the 
liamond, the color and quality otherwise 
>eing first rate, yon can imagine what an 
agitation such an announcement occasioned 
among the dealers. Nor was the announce- 
ment altogether -without truth, as appeared 
from the report made on the subject by tha 
celebrated Professor Priedel, of the French 
nstdtute, who said that ha found the chemi- 
cal composition, density, crystalline form 
and refractive power of the artificial speci- 
mens to correspond in every respect with the 
natural ruby. The only difference he could 
icd was a slight variation in the shape of 
ihe tiny air bubbles. However, the dlLlers 
;hreatened to prosecute any one for fraud 
who ventured to issue the artificial rubies as 
•eal ones, and, inasmuch as their combina- 
tion is very rich and powerful and the laws 
against selling counterfeit jewels for actual 
ones is very strict in France, the fused rubies 
lave never got upon the market. It was a 
reat scheme to make a $10,000 ruby oat of 
5 worth of sparks." 
"The 'sparks' you speak of are real rabies, 


of course!" 


'Obi yea That is the trouble about rubies. 


There are plenty of them, but very few good 
sized ones. The greatest ruby fields in the 
world are those of Burmah, where the natives 
tiave for centuries been digging for them in 
the most primitive and therefore most un- 
profitable manner. They are found in quan- 
tities in successive strata, with layers of 
earth and clay between at a little depth ba- 
low the surface soil. But nearly all are so 
small as to be scarcely valuable. Only oc- 
casionally a big one, with the true pigeon's 
blood color, turns up. 


K1HO THEEBAW'S JEWELS. 


"There used to be wonderful accounts of 


the jars full of large rubies which King Thee- 
baw of Burmali had in his palace at Manda- 
lay, but not many were found by the British 
when they looted the city. Perhaps they 
were carried off and hidden away by the na- 
tives, 


"Curiously enough, the anticipation of the 


finding of these hoards of the king by the 
English soldiers had quite a depressing effect 
upon the ruby market, a lowering in the 
value of the gem being feared as a result of a 
sudden throwing of great supplies before the 
purchasing public. Rubies are also largely 
obtained in Ceylon, where the natives make a 
business of hunting tor them in the streams 
that come down from the huge cone of moun- 
tains in the central part of the island, -where 
it has been supposed for centuries that a great 
matrix of rubies existed above the clouds, 
from whence those found in the rivers aro 
washed down. Nor is such a theory entirely 
without reason, though nobody has been able 
to find the matrix yet. When discovered, it 
will afford a profitable opportunity for the 
use of a few pounds of dynamite." 


"Are there pearls from Ceylon!" 
"Yes, the waters thereabout are a great 


pearl fishing ground. Between the harvests 
the natives wait patiently tor the oysteYs to 
grow. Pearls are largely counterfeited, as 
yon know, the best imitations being made of 
hollow glass beads lined with transparent wax 
and scales taken from living fish. The pearl 
is chiefly composed of carbonate of lime, with 
films of animal membrane between its many 
layers. These membrane films becoming dry 
gives the pearl its hardness. The substance 
of the pearl is a slimy secretion of the oyster, 
which is ordinarily deposited upon the in- 
terior surface of the shell, forming what is 
called 'mother of pearl.' Grains of sand or 
other foreign bodies, lodging within the 
shell, produce an irritation of the tissues 
which causes the deposit of a pearly matter 
around them for the oyster's protection. 
This matter is deposited, layer after layer, 
until the pearl is formed. By the artificial 
introduction of flinty particles pearls can be 
made to grow. The Chinese in this manner 
compel a certain kind of fresh water mussel 
to produce pearls in great numbers, though 
ot small size. Sometimes they introduce di- 
minutive images ot their gods and other 
things within the shells and have them 
turned into pearls by a sort ot oyster plate 
process,"—Washington Star.

A Washington dispatch says tho purchase 


of bonds ly tho Government has been 
greatly incieased the past week, by Win- 
dom's circular calling upon Government 
bank depositories to return at least a por- 
tion of ttie funds held by them. 
The 


banks have generally neqaiesoed in the call 
and over §5,000,000 in bonds have been 
offered by the baokj and accepted by the 
Secretary during the pa t three days. An- 
cther important factor is the fact that sev- 
eral of the banks havo asked permission to 
deposit their bonds with Ihe Government 
and then increase thier circulation. 
As an 


increase in bank circulation is favored by 
both Secretary Wmdom and the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency, permission was given. 


Since August 3, 1887, when the Govern- 


ment first began to purchase bonds, to and 
including to-day theamount purchased has 
been $230,407,000, nt a cost, including 
premiums, of $269,449,705. 
Had they 


been allowed to mature the cost would 
have been §324,002,536, thus a saving of 
$54,552,829 has been affected by means of 
this policy.
